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Celebrate  Sukkot  With 
Your  Own  Lulav  and  Etrog 

In  Judaism,  there  are  few  requirements  to 
own  things.  Generally,  our  religion  is  more 
concerned  with  the  sanctification  of 
everything  with  which  we  come  in  contact 
and  with  every  deed  we  do.  However,  Jewish 
Law  does  stipulate  a  few  instances  where 
ownership  is  considered  to  be  important. 

One  of  these  instances  is  ownership  of  a 
Lulav  and  Etrog  on  Sukkot.  According  to 
Jewish  Law  it  is  a  commandment  to  “take  to 
yourself”  —  to  own  —  a  Lulav  and  Etrog. 

This  means  that  although  we  can  come  to 
the  Synagogue  and  use  the  Lulav  and  Etrog 
found  there,  it  is  particularly  meritorious  to 
purchase  a  set  before  the  holiday  and  then, 
when  we  come  to  the  Synagogue  on  the  sec¬ 
ond  day  of  Sukkot  we  will  be  able  to  carry 
our  own  Lulav  and  Etrog  during  the 
hoshanot  of  the  Service. 

Why?  Because  a  long  time  ago  Jewish  Law 
understood  what  we  moderns  have  just  come 
\  appreciate,  and  that  is  that  there  is 
Jbthing  quite  like  coming  in  direct  contact 
with  the  symbols  associated  with  the  celebra¬ 
tion  of  this  festival.

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MUSIC  IN  PRAYER 

Few  melodies  in  Jewish  history  have  had 
le  mysterious  emotional  and  spiritual  effect 
Jews  as  Kol  Nidre.  Through  the  ages  it 
become  the  best  known  and  most  mov¬ 
ing  of  all  synagogue  chants  of  Ashkenazic 
Jews.  Even  the  most  far-removed  are  reach¬ 
ed  by  the  power  of  this  musical  strain. 
Words  alone,  no  matter  how  poetic  or  ele¬ 
gant,  are  not  enough  for  a  Jew  at  prayer. 
One  need  not  look  for  a  better  example  than 
to  the  crowded  synagogue  on  the  Eve  of 
Yom  Kippur. 

The  atmosphere  is  tense  and  serious.  Peo¬ 
ple  rush  to  their  pews.  The  emotional  power 
of  thousands  of  years  of  uninterrupted 
Jewish  faith  brings  all  Jews  together  for  a 
moment  of  eternity.  All  wait  for  Kol  Nidre. 
The  Ark  is  opened,  the  torah  is  brought 
forth  and  the  Cantor  begins  the  solemn, 
haunting  melody.  Congregations  throughout 
the  world  are  totally  silent  at  this  moment  — 
listening  —  listening  to  sounds  that  trans¬ 
form  them  into  the  realm  of  kedushah 
(holiness). 

The  anguish  of  centuries  of  Jews,  the  vi¬ 
sion  of  grandparents  and  their  grandparents, 
are  all  so  clear  at  that  moment.  You  glance  at 
your  Mahzor  (prayer  book)  to  follow  the 
words  and  phrases  of  the  Kol  Nidre.  But 
they  are  strange,  difficult  to  read  Aramaic. 
So  you  look  then  to  the  English  translation 
—  and  here  no  rephrasing  or  imaginative 

3mslation  can  be  successful.  You  might  be 
rprised!  No  poetry,  no  transcending  philo- 
phy,  no  prayer!  Simply  an  ancient  legal 
formula  of  release  from  unfulfilled  pro¬ 
mises. 

You  then  listen  again  to  that  ancient 
melody,  painted  in  beautiful  colors  by  the 
cantor  and  the  choir  and  you  understand  the 
Jewish  song  of  prayer.

Wechsler,  reached  an  all-time  high  in 
registration  of  300  adults  this  year. 

Events:  Approximately  two  hundred  peo¬ 
ple  participated  in  the  beautiful  Tisha  B’Av 
Service  held  in  the  Sanctuary  last  August. 
High  Holiday  Services  were  once  again  in¬ 
spirational,  led  by  Rabbi  Judah  Nadich, 
Rabbi  Harlan,  J.  Wechsler,  Cantor  David 
Lefkowitz  and  Assistant  Cantor  Mark  Kula. 
The  Ushers  Committee,  under  the  leadership 
of  Harold  Glasser,  did  an  outstanding  job  in 
helping  to  maintain  the  dignity  of  the  ser¬ 
vices.  The  Sukkah  and  Sukkah  metils  were 
beautifully  prepared  by  Parents  Association, 
under  the  leadership  of  its  President,  Margot 
Gusick  and  its  Board  Chairman,  Suzanne 
Goldstein.  On  Simhat  Torah  this  year  we 
honored  Hadassah  Nadich  and  Jack  Res¬ 
nick,  as  well  as  all  the  members  of  the  Con¬ 
gregation  who  generously  contributed  their 
time,  money  and  material  to  bring  the  new 
building  to  fruition. 

Our  new  school  building  was  highlighted 
on  the  WCBS-TV,  Channel  2,  “60  Minutes” 
program.  We  also  installed  the  beautiful 
sculptured  gates  in  the  Loggia,  executed  by 
R.  A.  Fiebiger  Iron  Works,  which  were 
donated  to  the  congregation  in  memory  of 
Mr.  Emanuel  Stein  and  Mr.  Maurice  Peltz. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  unusual  letter¬ 


ing  etched  into  the  marble  in  the  Loggia  and 
in  the  Lobby  (Wimpfheimer  Hall)  was  done 
by  Brooke  Roberts  of  Tiverton,  Rhode 
Island. 

We  held  two  marvelous  and  different 
Liturgical  Services  performed  by  Cantor 
David  Lefkowitz,  Organist  Neil  Robinson, 
Conductor  Abraham  Kaplan  and  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  Concert  Choir. 

Our  daily  minyan  at  5:45  P.M.  operated 
without  faltering  throughout  the  year  under 
the  able  leadership  of  Philip  Swartz.  A  new 
monring  minyan,  held  once  a  month,  was  in¬ 
augurated  by  the  Ritual  Committee  under 
the  leadership  of  Jeffrey  Lowin  and  hopeful¬ 
ly  will  expand  in  the  coming  year.  We  also 
instituted  a  new  starting  time  of  9:15  A.M. 
for  our  Shabbat  morning  services  to  ensure 
that  the  service  would  end  by  noon. 

The  Arms  of  the  Synagogue  had  an 
outstanding  year  of  programs  and  services. 
Briefly,  some  highlights  are: 

•  The  Sisterhood,  under  the  leadership  of 
Fannie  Beller,  Frances  Berger  and  Lillian 
Bennet,  has  opened  the  new  Gift  Shop, 
beautifully  prepared  the  weekly  congrega¬ 
tional  kiddushim  after  services  and  had  a 
terrific  luncheon.  In  addition,  the  finan¬ 
cial  support  that  they  have  rendered  the 
synagogue  has  been  invaluable. 

•  The  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Club,  led  by  Miriam 
Brown,  had  extremely  interesting  speakers 
during  the  year;  Bayard  Rustin  was  one, 
as  well  as  their  annual  theatrical  which  was 
a  tremendous  hit!  They  also  rendered 
significant  financial  support  to  the  Syna¬ 
gogue. 

•  The  Women’s  Evening  Group,  led  by  Pat 
Davidson  and  Shira  Nadich  Levin,  offered 
diverse  evening  programs  and  a  very  suc¬ 
cessful  (and  financially  rewarding  for  the 
Synagogue)  gala  auction  and  gourmet  sup¬ 
per. 

•  The  Parents  Association,  led  by  Margot 
Gusick,  sponsored  meals  in  the  Sukkah,  a 
book  fair,  a  Passover  wine  sale,  a  child- 
minding  service  on  Saturday  mornings 
and  added  enrichment  to  our  school  pro¬ 
gram. 

•  The  Men’s  Club,  led  by  Alan  Bandler, 
sponsored  community  interest  programs, 
such  as  Project  Ezra,  as  well  as  interesting 
meetings  with  good  speakers  and  has  a 
night  with  the  Mets  scheduled  for  June. 

•  Our  Singles  Groups  have  been  extremely 
active:  the  Single  Parents  Workshop  spon¬ 
sored  programs  for  Single  Parents  and 
their  children;  the  Singles  held  programs 
for  their  mentbers,  age  30  -  50;  Club  50, 
for  men  and  women  over  the  age  of  50, 
continues  to  sponsor  events  of  interest  to 
their  membership;  and  our  newest  group, 
Club  87,  for  young  men  and  women  ages 
21  -  31,  has  had  an  auspicious  beginning 
with  a  most  successful  Coffee  House. 

The  Centennial  Journal,  published  in  con¬ 
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junction  with  the  annual  Dinner  Dance, 
a  great  financial  success,  thanks  to  Anita 
Gluck  and  her  hard  working  committee;  and 
the  Centennial  Gala  was  a  great  social  suc¬ 
cess,  thanks  to  Annette  Sherman  and  her 
committee. 

On  May  8,  the  Congregation  poured  out 
its  affection  for  Rabbi  and  Mrs.  Nadich  at  a 
luncheon  honoring  them  for  their  twenty- 
five  years  of  service  to  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue.  More  than  400  people  gathered 
and  the  event  was  truly  one  to  be 
remembered  by  all  present. 

Joseph  Howard  Katz,  who  had  to  be  out 
of  town  this  evening  and  conveys  to  all  of  us 
his  regrets  at  not  being  present  this  evening, 
was  a  great  help  in  making  this  tribute  a  suc¬ 
cess. 

We  note  also,  with  pride,  that  Rabbi 
Nadich’s  new  book,  Jewish  Legends  of  the 
Second  Commonwealth,  will  be  published 
this  summer. 

We  also  take  note  that  our  Assistant  Rab¬ 
bi,  Harlan  J.  Wechsler,  received  his  Ph.D. 
degree  at  the  Commencement  Exercises  of 
the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of 
America,  held  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue. 
We  congratulate  him. 

Three  leaders  of  our  congregation  died
